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THE REMOVAL OF THE STATE 
PRISON. 

The bill to remove the State Prison 
to Reno, whose passage was recom- 
mended on Friday by the Committee 
of the Whole, is likely to pass in both 
Houses and to become a law. It pro- 
vides for the immediate removal ot 
the prisou to Reno and for an appro- 
priation of $80,000 to carry out that 
object. A large sum of money has 
_ already been expended here in the 

construction of walls for the prison, 

which expenditure will be a total loss 
to the State should the removal not 
be accomplished. In its present situ- 
ation, the institution isa costly bur- 
den on the tax-payers; whereas here 
it would be in great part, and eventu- 
ally perhaps entirely, self-sustaining. 
There ts unlimited free water power 
here for manufacturing, and thus the 
labor of the convicts can be atilized 
without any expense forfuel. Here 
is also a good market for the products 
of the prison, and for the labor of the 
_ convicts, 

Assemblyman Ross Lewers, elected 
to represent the interests of Washoe 
county. is opposing the bill, on the 
ground that Washoe county does not 
want the prison, and because of some 
jealousy of one of the other members 
of the Washoe delegation. This is 

' certainly extraordinary conduct in a 
‘representative. While the rest of our 

delegation are working hard for the 
success of the bill, he is kicking 
against it likeamule. What reason 
has he to think that Washoe county 
dves not want the State Prison, and 
that its removal to Reno would not be 
a good thing for the tax-payers? As 
Mr. Lewers isa man who refuses to 
take any Republican newspaper, very 
much intelligence need not be ex- 
pected of him, but he should 
have more sense than to oppose the 
interests. of this county because of 
some petty personal ill-feeling. Let 
our delegation pull together at the 
capitol, and fight, if need be, when 
they retaro. 

Perhaps Mr. Lewers is representing 
the interests of Ormsby in this matter, 
just us be did all he could for Ormsby 
in the organization of the Legislature. 
It is well known that Mr. Lewers is a 
Carson man in feeling.

A SCARCITY OF WOMEN. 


The returns of the late census show 
that Washoe county has, including 536 
Chirese and 331 Iadiaus, a total pop- 
ulation of 5,664, of whom 3,678 are 
males and 1,986 females. Supposing 
that the Chinese aod Indians enumer- 
ated are all males, there would be left 
a white population of 2,811 males to 
1,986 females, or an apparent majority 
of males over females of 825. The 
real majority of white males over white 
females is probably nearer 1,000, asa 
considerable number of the Indians, 
and a few of the Chinese, enumerated, 
must be females. It is evident, then, 
that there is a deficiency of at least 
825 females in Washoe county, if the 
males are all to marry. And yet there 
does not appear to be any haste among 
the men to secure the disengaged 
females. 

A greater disproportion in oumbers 
between the sexes is noticeable in the 
returns from the remainder of the 
State. The male population of Neva- 
da is 42,013, and the female 20,252; 
the males outnumberiog the females 
two to one. This state of thiogs 
seems to prevail in all miniog regions. 

The unmarried ladies, in regions 
which God has superabundantly sup- 
plied with females, should not be de- 
luded by these facts and figures into 
a husband-hunting expedition to this 
sage-brush region. Ihe men betray 
no anxiety to get married. The most 
of the unmarried men, unhappily, are 
too much devoted to their own selfish 
pleasures to be desirous of marriage, 
and few of them, it is to be feared, 
would make good sailors on the sea of 


matrimony. ;

An O14 Kugler“ Views on the Fishery 
Laws—Whea and Where the Fish 


Spawn. 


D.C. Campbell has had an experience 
of many years iu angling for Truckee 
trout. He used to live at Olark's sta- 
tion before the railroad was built, aod 
knows the river thoroughly. He says 
it would be a mistake to make our 
fish law correspond with that of Cali- 
fornia. The Califoroia close season 
commences in November and ends 
If our close season were 
made the same, it would put a stop to 
fishing at the only time when fish can 
be caught ia the river. Mr. Campbell 
would have our close season commence 
ut the same time California's does, 
viz., Nov. 1; and have it ciose Feb. 15. 
He is satistied from close observation 
of the habits of Truckee trout, that 
most of the ‘ish get through spawning 
between those dates. He further 
states his views on the: fishery ques- 
tion substantially as follows: The 
trout usually begin going up from the 
lake into the river about Nov. 1. The 
largest trout spawn near the lake. The 
smalier the fish, the further up stream 
they gotospawn, Three-quarters of 
the fish now deposit their eggs be- 
tween Pyramid lake and Clark's sta- 
tion. There are spawning beds all 
aloug the river, in nearly every mile 
of ita length. One of the best of them 
used to be between the two bridges at 
Reno, but that has been ruiaed tor 
propagating purposes by refuse from 
the gas works. A few fish spawn as 
early as October. The fish ascend the 
river in successive schools, each 
achool spawning higher up the river 
than its predecessors, It is probable 
that the fish do not run up as high as 
Lake Tahoe to spawo. Indeed, it is 
now impossible for them to get up so 
far, owing to the dams in the river. 
The Indians say that no trout can get 
above Brickell's dam at Truckee. The 
greatest injury to the fishery of the 
Truckee is done by Iadians who put 
in dams every winter at the mouth of 
the river to prevent the fish from run- 
ning up. Two dams built by Indians 
have been torn out this wiuter by 
white fishermen. 

Mr. Ferguson, of Booa, expresses 
different views of the Truckee fishery. 
He says that a great many fish run up 
the river past Boca, and that they 
spawn all along the river as tar up as 
Truckee. The run of the red, or river, 
trout commences abeut March 1 and 
lasts until about June 15. The silver 
trout appear at Boca about June 25 
and ruo until July 15. The female 
tish caught going up are always full of 
mature ova, showing that they have 
come up to spawn. After spawning 
they go down stream immediately. 
The Indians have done little spearing 
of late years. They now mostly fish 
with hook and line. 

[It appears plain, from all the testi- 
mony that can be gathered, that any 
law which makes the close season for 
fish include the spawning season vir- 
tually puts a stop to fishing in the 
Truckee river. The fish are never io 
the river except when they are there 
to spawn. It may be that there is no 
need of a close season for Truckee 
river trout. Probably the capture of 
all the fish that can be legitimately 
taken with hook and line will not eff- 
ect the future supply: Pyramid lake 
is an immense natural reservoir always 
full of trout, and the number that en- 
ter the river to spawn are few compar- 
ed with those which remain in the 
lake. It would seem to be advisable, 
Ka close season is to be maintained, 
to make a law for the Truckee 
river. Let, say, the close season for 
the section of the river between Pyra- 
mid lake and Clark's be from Oct. 1 to 
Jan.1;and for the section between 
Clark's and the State line from Jan. 1 
to April 1. This plan would give both 
fish and fishermen a fair show all along 
the river.] —Ep. Gazetrs.

AN ACT 


Te Prohibit the Use of Fire-45rms in 
Pablic Places. 


The following bill was introduced in 
the Assembly by Mr. Bradshaw on the 
10th of Jany, and passed both Houses 
by a unanimous vote: — 

Section 1. Any person in this 
State, whether under the influence of 


liquor or otherwise, who shall, except 
in necessary sel{-defense, maliciously, 


wantooly or negligently discharge, or 
cause to be discharged, any pistol, 
gun or other kind of fire-arm, in or 
upon any public street or thorough- 
fare, or in any theater, hall, s‘ore, ho- 
tel,saloon,or any other place of public 
resort, shall be deemed guilty 
ofa misdemeasor, and upon convic- 
tion thereof, shall be punished oy im- 
prisonment ia the Couoty Jail fora 
term not less than two nor more than 
six months, or by a fine not less than 
one hundred dollars nor more than 
five hundred dollars, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment; provided, that 
no Sheriff, Deputy Sheriff, Marshal, 
Constable, Deputy Constable, or other 
peace officer, shall be held to answer 
under the provisions of tuis Act for 
discharging firearms in the lawful per- 
formance of his or their duty. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of all 
civil, military and peace officers to be 
vigilant io carrying there provisions in- 
to full force and effect, and any Sher- 
iff, Deputy Sheriff, Marshal, Consta- 
ble or Deputy Constable who shall 
neglect his duty in the due arrest of 
any offender, under this Act, shall be 
deemed guilty of a violation of his or 
their official oath, and upoa conviction 
shall be punished by a fine not less 
than one huodred dollars nor more 
than one thousand dollars, and by im- 
prisonment in the State Prison not 
less than six months nor more thao 
tive years. 

Sec. 3. All other Acts or parts of 
Acts in conflict with this Act are here- 
by repealed,

BY TELEGRAPH. 


The British Repulsed at the Cape. 
Lonpon, Jan. 28. 

A dispatch from Durban gives the 
followiog account of the engagement 
with the Boers: General Colley's ad- 
vance guard, consisting of a portion of 
the Fifty-eighth Regiment and a force 
of horsemen, attacked the Boers’ posi- 
tion. The attack was at first partially 
successful, but subsequently the Boers 
were strongly reinforced and repulsed 
the British with heavy loss, the Boers 
suffering severely. Both sides main- 
tain their former positions. As to the 
reinforcements which Sir George Col- 
ley must now await, the infantry posi- 
tion of the troops which arrived at 
Durban by the Euphrates last Thars- 
day are now on their way to Pieter- 
martizburg by railroad; but they then 
have 200 miles to march before they 
can join General Colley. The horses 
to mount the hussars who arrived at 
the same time are still on the way 
from Cape Town.

San Francisco, Jan. 28.

A pretty strong south-easter has 
prevailed all day, with a liberal rain- 
fall. 

John Cliff, an Englishman, aged 
twenty-nine, committed suicide to-day 
by cutting his throat with a razor. He 
is said to have been insane on religious 
subjects. 

William Jennings, a lodging-house 
keeper at 502 Broadway, called his 
bedmaker, name unknown, a liar this 
morning, whereupon the bedmaker 
shot Mr. Jennings in the jaw. The 
wound is probably not fatal.
